Second Session of the Seventeenth Congress. 
DEBATE ON “ THE DOCUMENTS.” 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
FEBRUARY 5. 


Mr. Campzent, of Ohio, submitted the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

“ Resolved, That a committee be appoint- 
ed to ascertain by whom the suppression of 
the paragraph, in the letter of William R. 
Dickinson, Cashier of the Bank of Steuben- 
ville, to the Secretary of the Treasury, dated 
the 3d day of April, 1819, and by him com- 
municated to this House at the last session, 
was caused, with leave to sit during the ses- 
sions, and with power to send for persons and 
papers.” 

Mr. C. said, that, in submitting this resolu- 
tion, he disclaimed any thing like personal 
motives. Hestood in the relation of guod-will 
to all the persons who might be implicated in 
any manner in this inquiry. If he knew him- 
self, he said, he did not bear ill will to any 
human being that breathes. But, inasmuch 
as he had taken some part in the discussion 
of the resolution, out of which grew the late 
report of a committee upon this subject, he 
was in some degree induced by that considera- 
tion, to prepose a further inquiry on the sub- 
ject. When advocating that resolution, he 
said, he was under the influence of an indig- 
nant feeling—a feeling natural to all men on 
suspicion of a fraud having been committed, 
and that was the only feeling of his heart on 
the occasion. He did not now mean to say 
that it would be practicable to discover who 
was the author of the mark on that document, 
(A 5)—but, inasmuch as a majority of the 
furmer committee considered the powers of 
the committee too circumscribed to allow them 
to go into a full investigation of the subject, as 
far as it might be carried, he had thought it 
would be well to clothe a committee with pow- 
ers more extensive. In submitting this reso- 
lution, he by no means meant to cast any re- 
flection on the former committee. Thereport 
itself, and the quantity of documents annexed 
to it, prepared in so short a time, proved the 
industry as well as the ability of the commit- 
tee; to whose report he did not mean to urge 
any objection. Fle did not mean to say, that, 
if this resolution were adopted, the inquiry 
would result in the detection of the author of| 
the erasure. But, inasmuch as the report of | 
the former committee declares that certain 
persons did not do it, it was proper to ascer- 
tain, if possible, who did do it. Ifit should 

not be possible, the committee would so re- 
port. Some however, whom he had consult- 
ed, thought that, to Mstitute a further inquiry, 
would be to give unnecessary importance to a 
small matter. In that report of the cemmit- 
tee, however, it had been stated to be a mat- 


question of this nature—for the very inquiry 
presum & d something like guilt, there ought to 
be in the possession of the House something 
like testimony to sustain that imputation, de- 
rived either from concatenation of facts, or 
from fair inference fromthe facts. Headmit- 





ted that this was a very proper subject for in- 
quiry; that a liberty has been taken with the 
documents under the control of the House; 





and that it was perfectly proper that the House 
should adopt such a course as would lead toa 
full examination of the subject. He had un- 
derstood that, formerly, so highly had the 
sanctity of the documents appertaining to the 
House been regarded, that it had not been 
permitted to any individual to touch them ; 
that, when Mr. Gallatin sent his celebrated re- 
port to the House, even the sight of the proof 
sheet had been denicd to him. The rule was 
a safe one, though it had been carried, in that 
instance, perhaps, to the extent of needless 
fastidiousness. Before this resolution passed, 
however, he wished to know upon what mo- 
tives it was founded. It was a reflection upon 
the House, to suppose that any individual in 
it was so miserable a miscreant as, for the put- 
poses which had been suggested, to deface 
the documents. Ifwe apply to this subject} 
the motives which actuate individuals in their 
common actions, we cannot realize an ade- 
quate motive for such an act. Say that e 
friend‘of the Secretary of the Treasury had 
made the erasure, what could he expect froin 
it? If, on the other hand, it had been done by 
a person desirous to injure thatofficer, he could 
not have been engaged ina more bungling 
transaction. If any individual possessed in- 
formation which went directly to show, that 
there was any ground for this further inquiry, 
Mr. H. was desirous that it should be stated. 
But, without such information from a mem- 
ber of the House, Mr. H. said, he would not, 
by his vote, warrant the inference, that any 
member of this [louse would be guilty of so 
base an act as seemed to be insinuated by the 
arguments in favour of this resolution. 


Mr. Hanptn, of Kentucky, did not, in sup- 
porting this resolution, mean to cast any cen- 
sure on the committee which has already had 
the subject under consideration. He concur- 
red in opinion with the gentleman from 
Ohio, who said that they had faithfully and 
diligently discharged theirduty. But, he said, 
it appeared from the records of the House 
and tne evidence before the committee, that, 
when these documents came from the Trea- 
jsury Department, a motion was made to print 
the report and documents. A division of the 
question was called for, and the report was 
ordered to be printed, and not the documents. 
If he understood the evidence, Mr. H. said, 
when a member opened and examined these 
documents for the first time, he did not dis- 
cover the erasure which had given rise to the 
present motion. One thing in regard to this 
matter was certain; that the Treasury De- 
partment wished to make no concealment of 





ter of consequence, and the manner of their 
investigation of it showed that they believed it 
to be vo. Having made it so, it had become 
proper to investigate it further. It is due, 
said he, not only to ourselves, but to the na- 
tion at large, that it should be investigated: 

for in almost every newspaper we meet, we | 
find something on the subject. It is not my| 
intention, in submitting this resolution, to im-|} 
pugn or attack any body. It is altogether 
unknown to me upon whom the charge will 
rest; and if a discovery of the author of the 

erasure in question should be made, he hoped | 
it would turn out to have been made with 

other than criminal views. In whatever man- 
ner it had been made, the result of it had cer- 

tainly been in the nature of a fraud on this 
House. With these views, he submitted the 
resolution to the disposition of the House. 

Mr. Waicnr, of Md. hoped the resolution 
would be agreed to, and that the inquiry would 
be prosecuted further. We are ourselves, 

Mr. W. all implicated in that report, 
which connects the matter with some member 
or members of this House, whose names are 
not disclosed. As he had remarked, in the 
discussion of the first resolution on the subject, 
let it affect whom it may, it ought to be prob- 
ed to the bottom. I1 there be a Judas within 
these walls, said Mr. W. let him be detected 
and expelled from them. There are Mem- 
bers of Congress alluded to in the report aid 
evidence, whose names are not disclosed. I 
wish to know who they are, and how these 
papers ever went into the possession of others 
than officers of the House. I wish to know 
who did make that mark with a pencil which 
every body denies having made. 1 know that 
I had nothing to do with it, and I wish to 
know who had. He hoped, he said, the 
whole case would be Lrought before the 
House. Ifany one had trespassed upon the 

rights of the House so far as to strike out any 

part of a document to prevent its meeting the 
public eve, he wished to know who that per- 
son Was. 

Mr. Epwarps, of North Carolina, said, he 
did not consider it necessary, in the very a 
remarks which he should make oa this sub- 
ject, to disclaim personal motives. He had 
no feeling but such as ought to enter into the 
motives vf every member of the House. It 
seemed, from the report of the Committee, 
that certain persons, to whom suspicien had 
attached, were not the authors of this sup- 
pression, or of those marks which led te it. 
It then became every member of the House 
to proceed with the investigation, so as to as 
certain we were the authors of those marks. 

Who had 
them before they were printed, and who has 
nad them sivce?)

the erased part from the House, because eve- 
ry word of the passage was as legible as _be- 
fore it was crossed, and there was nothing in 
it which could induce the Secretary of the 
Treasury to desire a concealment of it. The 
first time the original documents were exam- 
ined by a member of the house, it appeared, 
from the evidence, he dic not discover any 
marks of erasure in them. The next time 
that the same member examined them he 
discovered those marks. One thing, Mr. H. 
said, he should like to know—whether the 
documents were out of the possession of that 
member at any time from the moment he 
took them, after breaking the seals, from the 
office of the Clerk, until he returned them ? 
They might, perhaps, have been in other 
hands, and the scoring of the passage in ques- 
tion might have been made only to the end 
that it might be more readily referred to 
thereafter. But what Mr. H. particulary 
wanted to know, was this: Who was the 
member of this House or of the Senate who 
chose, after supposing that the Treasury de- 
partment had been plotting with the public prin- 
ters, instead of bringing the question before 
one or the other house, to resort to the columns 
of a newspaper, under an anonymous signa 

ture---a paper, too, famed, perhaps, for any 
thing else than correctness; a paper which, 
he was bold to say, contained more misrepre- 
sentations of fact than any paper he had ever 
examined in the United States. If any mem- 
ber had done it, it wes unparliamentary and 
ought not to have been done. And Mr. H. 
asked, does not this fact appear to be estab- 
lished by the evidence? And what more ap- 
pears in relation to this matter? Why, that 
after a committee has been raised in this House 
on the letter of Gales and Seaton, two or three 
letters are published in the same newspaper, 
implicating these persons, when the fact of 
their innocence in the matter. was as well 
known as if the committee had reported. If 
it was a Member of this House who chose

Mr. Cook said, his observation had been 
elicited by the concurrent tendcncy of the re- 
Kentucky and the gentleman last up.

I find, said he, that letters 
have passed between the Treasury Depart- 
ment and these Banks, to the dates of whica, 
and tothe subjects of which, reference is made 
in some of the documents, which letters have 
not themselves been communicated te this 
House; and the passages the marks upon 
which are acknowledged to have been made 
by one of the Clerks in the Office of the Se- 
cretary of the [reasury, are of a nature differ- 
ent from what the committee supposed they 
could be. He alluded to that part of a letter 
from the Huntsville Bank, which the commit- 
tee said related to nothing but a quarrel with 
another Bank. This, Mr. C. said, was a mis- 
take entirely; and he quoted the passage of 
that letter, as contained in the Report of the 
Committee of Investigation, beginning with 
the words, * Your conjecture, in relation to 
eur Circular of the Ilth July last, is correct, 
&e.”’ Here, Mr. C. said, were important facts 
alluded to, and, on examination, it would be

** And it shall be the duty of the said Board to cause all 
offensive or patrid substances, and all nuisences whic’ 
may lave a texdency in their opinion to endanger the 
health of the citizens, to be removed from the 
lanes, alleys, highways, wharves, docks, or an y other 
part or parts of the city of Phila: Jelphia, the district oi 
Southwark, and the townships of the Northern Libectit 
Moyamensing, and Peon, ond to cause such of the prr- 
vies within the limits aforesaid, to be emptied or correct- 
ed with lime or otherwise at the expense of the individu- 
als who are the owners of the houses to which the saftl 
privies are appurtenant, as the said Bo rd shall from 
time to time deem necessary for the health of the imhabi- 
tants thereof. And if the owners or occupiers of the 
premises on which any nu may be found, 
owners of the } es to which the said privies are appur 
tenant shall, on due notice thereof, refuse or negicct to 
have the same immediately removed, ¢ mptied or correc’« 
ed as aforesaid, be, she, or they, so refosing or negiectin-, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence any sum mt 
nm twenty, oor more than two hundred dollars. to Le 
recovercd and appropriated as by this act directed. And 
the expense attending the removal of such nuisance shal!
